The National League started out in 1876 
with eight clubs and it looks as though’ it 
would finisit with eight clubs. . 
Since the league's organigation no fewer 
than twenty-iwo cities have been repre- 
sented on the circuit. They are New York, 
Brooklyn, Hoston, Philadeiphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, Hartford, Providence, Buffalo, 
Syracuse, Troy and Worcester in the Fast, 
and Chicago, Cleveland, Pittsburg, Loulis- 
ville, Cincinnati, St. Louis, indianapolis, 
Milwaukee, Detroit and Kansas City in the 
West, Of these , but two—Boston and Chi- 
cago—hayve ben continuous members of the 
league. 

In 1876 the league comprised eight clubs— 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Hartford, 
St, Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati and Chi- 
cugo—the Mutual club representing New 
York and the Athletics Philadelphia. The 
Mutuals and Athietics @Gropped out ig 1477. 
reducing the circuit to six clubs. In 178 
Providence replaced Hartford, Indianapolis 
succeeded Louisville and Milwaukee tovox 
the Sj Louis franchise.

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EW BOXING RULES 


TIIOSE DRAFTED BY HOGAN OF 
CHICAGO WILL NOT Do. 


PLANS OF TERRY M’GOVERN. 


They Include All Sorts of Contests to 
Take Place in the Very Near 
Future. 


There are some great objections to the 
new set of boxing rules drafted recently 
by Hogan of Chicago. 

Of his new code, rule 23 reads in this way: 

“If a second throw up the sponge when

Wednesday is a holiday in the Syrian 
Colony in St. Louls. Not the merry-making 
kind, but a svlemn celebration in honor 
of St. Anthony of the Desert, the devout 
worshipper who was the founder of a pe- 
culiar religious courmmunity in the maidle 
of the’ sevond century.

fore the worid in paint on the front 
window, and which aiso makes the an- 
srouncement that Peter has succeeded to 
the fusiness of one L. Karern. A cross, 
= in white on the wall at the second 
, landing of the back stairway, indicates 
the chapel’s exact location, and a cloth 
curtain over the door shuts out the eye 
of the world. The room is smal] and from 
the door to the altar is not more than 
half a dozen eteps. Plain wooden benches, 
with etraight backs, are provided for the 

worshipers. 

This li.ttle room, with Its plain furnish- 
ings and filled with a strange people, far 
from their homes on the plains of Syria, 
presented a strange picture Wednesday 
morning. At one side of the altar hangs 
gee gee of the patron saint, and to the 
left of that one of the child Jesus. with 
a painting of the Blessed Virgin directly 
oppos:te. Beneath them a light was kept 
burning, and added to this were numerous 
other candles, all burning, Btationed about 
the altar. The romance of the scene was 
increased by the sound of a strange 
tongue as the priest spoke in Syrian dia- 
lect, which the devout believe was the 
manner in which Jesus spoke to his disci- 
ples in Gallilee. 

Father Emmanuel has named the tem- 
porary chapel after the patron saint. tn 
whose honor the feast 1s yearly celebrated. 
St. Anthony was born tn Fev pt, of wealthy 
parentage, and developed a relicious ten- 
dency early tin life. He {s eald by his fol- 
lowers to have heen the founder of con- 
Vents and religious orders. The order bear.

William H. Miller Assaulted 
at River des Peres. 


HE FELL 12 FEET TO THE BANK. 


FUUND UNCONSCIOUS IN THE UN- 
DERBRUSH- 


Ir. Voerster Rescued Mr. Miller From 
His Perilous Position—Clerk in 
the Recorder of Deeds’ 


Office. 


William H. Miller was assaulted by two 
footpads Tuesday night, knocked from 4 
bridge, robbed and left tying unconscious 
in the wet underbrush, Dr. Engelbert 
Voerster of the City Dispensary staff 
found him there, resuscitated him and sent 
him home, 

Miller is a clerk in the office of the Re- 
corder of Deeds. He lives at 22779 Famous 


avenue. He left the oftice of the Recorder 
in the Courthouse’ at o'clock, but had 
some business to attend to downtown and 
it was between 8 and 9 o’clock when he left 
acar of the Tower Grove division at Tatm 
avenue and started to walk to his home. 
To save distance he turned into a footpath 
which runs through a patch of weods on 
the bank of the River des Peres. This 
ath crosses the river on-a crude fvot- 
ridge which has no raliling. 

Mr. Miller had reached this bridge and 
was hurrying toward his home when out 
of the foggy darkness at the other end of 
the bridge he saw two men approaching. 
It wads not unusual to meet men along the 

ath at. that hour of the evening and Mr. 

iller gave them only casual attention. 

They met at-the center of the bridge. 
The two men separated so that Miler 
would have to pass between them as they 
met. Just as they were opposite Miller 
the one who was passing him on the left 
struck him on the side of the head. Miller 
remembers the shock of the blow and that 
the thought flashed through his mind that 
he wa: being held up,”’ but that Its all. 

The blow caused him to fall headlong 
from the bridge. He fell on his shoulder 
among the weeds and underbrush at the 
bank of the stream. These broke the force 
of his fall and saved his bones, which 
would probably otherwise have been 
broken, as he fell 12 feet. 

Dr. Voerster, on his way to the Diagpen- 
sary from his home at 6306 Clifton avenue, 
came to the bridge about 4 minutes later. 
As he stepped upon it he heard groans 
from the bank of the stream below. He 
en his way down the bank and found 
Miller lying in the underbrush. After work- 
ing on him for several minutes he succeed- 
ed in reviving him. Miller was in a dazed 
condition, but was able to tell his name 
and where he lived. The Doctor summoned 
assistance and Miller was removed to his 
home. 

All the money he had with him, about 
$3, was taken from his vest pockets. 

Miller was able to be at his desk in the 
Recorder of Deeds’ office Wednesday. He 
said his head, where he was struck evi- 
dently with a sandbag, since his head was 
not lacerate|,was giving him a good dea! of 
trouble and his shoulder was painful, but 
that 'otherwtiee he was all right. He said 
he had not Ae hn the robbery to the po- 
lice. The night was so dark that he could 
not give any description of the men and 
he thought it was. useless to tell the po-
